POTTER’S PLOTTERS. 
ALL AT SBA.

Wasnincton, D. C., May 23.—The Potter 
Committee meets again for consultation to- 
morrow. There is great diversity of opinion 
among Democrats, who hold themselves respou- 
sible for starting the inquirv, as to the best 
mothod of proceeding. There is a strong oppo- 
sition to sitting here with open doors, on the 
ground already stated, that Republican corre- 
spondents will be able to misrepresent 
witnesses and send detache  poriions 
of evidence to the country .so as to 
seriously damage the final case which the Com- 
mittee may otherwise be able to make Out. The 
plan of beginuing the investigationin Louisiana 
and Florida, and dome nothing here for the 
present, receives much support, and some of 
the managers believe to-night that it will be 
adopted.

LEGAL-TEN DERS. 


THEIR FURTHER RETIREMENT AND CANCELLA- 
TION FORBIDDEN BY LAW. 


Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

Wasatncton, D. C., May 28.—The House bill, 
unamended, providing against any further re- 
tirement of legal-teader notes, was passed by 
the Senate to-day by a vote of 41 to 18. Senator 
Bayard proposed an amendment providing that 
when the notes were reissued they should be 
received for all Goverument dues except for 
payment of customs duties, but should not 
otherwise be legal-tenders. This was defeated, 
receiving only eighteen favorabdie votes. Sena- 
tor Matthews called attention to the fact that 
the House bill compelied the Secretary of the 
Treasury to reissue all legal-tenders re- 
deemed, and to keep them in circula- 
tion without apy regard to the wanis 
of trade or a demand (for _§ their 
use, which he thought was requiring him to per- 
form an impossible act. To obviate this dich- 
culty, he proposed an amendment in the nature 
of « substitute for the bill, changing the phrase- 
ology so as to direct the Secretary to reissue the 
notes from time to time, as they were required 
by the business needs of the country. It also 
changed that phrase in the bill which spoke of 
reissuing legal-tenders redeemed, so that it 
would read “ legai-tenders received by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. This was done for the 
purpose of obviating any possibility of raising 
the question as to the constitutionality of 
such action, several Senators being of opinion 
that after Government notes had been redeemed 
they could only become legal-tenders again 
through the same power which first gave them 
that quality. The amendment fared worse than 
that of Mr. Bayard, receiving but ven votes. 

NO FURTHER CURRENCY LEGISLATION. 

The Senate Finance Committee bas agreed 
that it wili not pass any further financial lecis- 
lation the present session. Tae passage of this 
bill is something of a triumph for Col. Fort, 
as the House banking and Currency Committee, 
of which he is a member, refused to 


bim to report it. yet it 
passed the House by a two-thirds vote 
when first subdmitted, and has passed 


the Senate after having been considered but 
one day. It is regarded to some extent as a 
compromise between the representatives of the 
two extreme schools of finance, and it is gener- 
ally believed by moderate Greenback men that 
no more attempts for currency legislation will 
be made at this session. The claim is made 
that the National party will be reasonably sat- 
isfied with this compromise, and that the Re- 
publicans will to a corresponding extent be ben- 
efitea dy it in thé West. The friends of the 
bill make no doubt that the President wil! im- 
mediately sign it. Itis known that Secretary 
Sherman has privately approved the bill as a 
compromise measure. This bili passed the 
House one month ago to-day. 
THE HOUSE INFLATIONISTS. 

At a meeting ot Western and Southern Dem- 
ocrats who favor an exclusive creenback cur- 
rency,a committee of seven was appointed, 
Gen. Ewing being the Chairman, to determine 
what financial matters shall be recommended 
for action in the House before adjournment. 
The Committee was also instructed to confer 
with the Ways and Means Committee on the 
tariff question. Tbe result of that conference 
evidently was unsatisfactory, for in caucus to- 
day Fernando Wood favored speedy action upon 
the tariff, while Genu.

hibit the cancellation and destruction of mutilated 
notes. and the issue of other notes of like denomi- 
nation im their stead, as now provided. All acts 
and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

It pow goes to the President for his signa- 
ture.

EARL RUSSELL. 
HIS DEATH LAST BYBNING. 


Lonpon, May 28.—Earl Russell 
night. 


Mr. Higginson, in asketch of Lord Russell, 
quotes Sidney Smith’s opinion of nim thus: 
There is nota better man in England than 
Lord John Russell; but his worst failing is, that 
he is utterly ignorant of all moral fear. ‘There 
is nothing he would not undertake. I believe 
he would perform the operation for the stone, 
build St. Peter's, or assame (with, or without 
ten minutes notice) the comma d ot me Chan- 
nel fleet; and no one would discover by his 
manner that the patient had died, the church 
tumbled down, and the Channel fleet been 

knocked to atoms.“ A still more curious and 
frank opinios of the deceaséa statesman is that 
which he gives himself in the conclusion of his 
autobiographical ‘ Recollections and Sugges- 
tions: My persuasion is, that I have been 

received with quite as much fayCr as | deserved. 
I think what I have done well has been honestiy 
supported; and that where my meas- 
ures have miscarried, the failure has 
been owing, not to updue ani- 
mosity or malignant misrepresentation, but to 
errors which I have committed from mistaken 
judgment, or a mistaken appreciation of facts.“ 
Perhaps no man ever made a more unique esti- 
mate of his powers than this; and that it is per- 
fectiy sincere is shown by his confesstons of fer- 
ror in letting the Alabama escape, and his ex- 
pression of contrition for this fault. On this 
he wrote in his Recollections”. I assent eu- 
tirely to the opinions of the Lord Chief Justice 
of England that the Alabama ought to have 
been detained during the four days in which I 

was waiting for the opinion of the law officers. 

But I think the fault was not that of the Com- 
missioners of Customs; it was my fault as Sec- 
retary of State for Foreign Affairs.“ The 

character of Lord Russell is better shown 

in these extracts than in any source of contem- 

porary biography. He was self-confident in 

action, but distrustful in jadgment of that 

action; impetuous when he had to decide, but 

penitent ana remorseful when he had decided 

wrongly. These, surely, are not inferior quali- 

ties. When itis remembered that the person 

possessed them was tormented through life 

with feebie heaith,—the consequence of a shat- 

tered constitution,—and that, in spite of his 

infirmities, he sat forty-seven vears in the 

House of Commons, and twice rose to be Pre- 

mier, it will be easy to form a charitable esti- 
mate of his life and public services. 

Lord Russell was born in 1792, and was 86 
years of age on his death. He was the third 
son of the Duke of Bedford, head of one of the 
most illustrious families in the country, datin 
its rise to riches and power to the reign o 
Henry VIII. Young John Russell, then only 
a Lord by courtesy, got his education 
at Edinburg under the famous Prof. 
Playfair and Dugald Stewart. He 
was sent to Scotland because, as his father for- 
cibly said, there was nothing to be learnt at 
English universities.“ Edinburg was then the 
only British university not devoted to the 
teaching of Tory doctrive. Just before reach- 
ing his majority, Lord Russell was sent to Par- 
liament on his father’s nomination; and it is a 
curious fact that he, owing his election to the 
Horouch system, was the author of the bill that 
was destined to overthrow it. He introduced 
bis first Reform bill m4s819, but was not able to 
attract general attention to it until after Cath- 
olic emancipation: had been disposed of. In 
1830, when he was holding the office of Pay- 
master of the Forces under Lord Grey, another 
Reform bill was proposed. It took Parliament 
by surprise, and brought England to the verge 
of a revolution. It was ony passed at last by a 
tremendous pressure on the House of Lords, 
Earl Grey having obtained the promise of the 
King to create as many new Peers as might be 

ed to pass the bili. Under this threat 
the House of Lor succumbed, and 
has ever since, as Walter Bagehot 
well points out u an © unim, 
rtant part of the British Constitution. But, 
f it bad not yielded, no histormn now doubts 
revolution would have been fhevitable. By this 
law the number of boroughs was not increased, 
but fifty-six which Had been pk family per- 
quisites, or for other reasons tailed to re 
resent the people, were discentinued, and in 
their places new were~created to give 
representation to commercial ns.

The Hon. Ninian W. Edwards, 
owning, and representing the owners of, a large 
portion of the four acres, read a protest of 
great length, excepting to the jurisdiction of 
the Commission. Counsel for John Prather, 
another of the parties owning part of the land, 
oresented objections to the proceedings of the 
Commission—first, that the act authorizing the 
appointment of the Board was unconstitutional) ; 
second, the Commission had no jurisdiction; 
third, there was no money in the Treasury to 
pay the damages; and, fourth, the Legislature 
had passed no act making such appropria- 
tion.

Whatever the evils of submission toan anjust 
decision, they cannot outweigh those of thé 
way out of thedilemma. Such method would 
be ag orgy only where there was no remedy. 
Only that which would warrant revolution 
would justify this dangerous expedient. We 
have a remedy for most ls. The baliot-box— 
our a revolution—is a complete 
remedy. There is no FPR. now that a fair 
election cannot be held. The condition of the 
South is such that military or carpet-bag inter- 
ference is hereaiter impessible. There is no 
danger that the people cannot rebuke the party 
which accomplished the frauds of 1876. What 
would be thought of a map who could not 

atiently wait until the term of court at which 
— — obtain redress for fraud? That tm- 
patience which would lead him to admins 
ter personal chastisement, rather than wait un- 
til he could present his grievance in court, would 
be universally condemned. This is a preciseiy 
parallel case. The submission and the await- 
ing the ordinary, regular, and ljegal brocess is 
no more a weak submission, no more a com- 
promise with evil in one. case than another. If 
there is an earlier remedy no one has yet point- 
ed it out. Congress has an opportunity to pass 
upon the question of election—when it counts 
the Electoral yotes. After that it can touch 
the Presidential office in but one way—by im- 
peachment. As for the Supreme Court, no one 
nas vet pointed out any grant of power to that 
body to revise a Presidential election. No one 
will pretend that such jurisdiction was ever 
contemplated, and it is scarcely to be inferred, 
from a general grant of power, to try all. cases 
of law or equity arising under the Ooustitu- 
tion.

Curcaco, May 28.—‘“Citizen Schilline’s

other reason than to show its fallacy. He sup- 
poses that ior some reason (Whether by accident 
or superior foresight is immaterial) a man pur- 
chases alot fora trifling sum in some embryo 
city in what proves eventually to be a favored 
locality, although he spends nothing to improve 
it, but receives enough from some florist or pea- 
nut vendef to pay his taxes, yet the property is 
at last worth a fabulous sum. Here it is alleged 
aman his got something for nothiug,’’ and 
we are led to infer from the narrative that, as 
the community has, by force of circumstances 
made the citizen’s property valuable, it is en- 
titled to the product of its own creation. 

Tue falseness of this conclusion is perhaps 
best shown by supposing a case in which occurs 
the opposite result trom an investment, and 
every one [familiar with the settlement of the 
West has perhaps seen its parallel. Lured by 
stories of specdy accumulations in the great 
West, an enterprising citizen of an Eastern city

POTTER'S UNFORTUNATE LETTER. 
Letter-writing isa dangerous practice in 
politics as well as love-affairs. Mr. CLarKson 
N. Porres, in defiance of this well-established 
fact, has not merely written a letter, but 
rushed it into print. The well-founded 
charge of revolution brought against the 
Porrrer investigation has aroused so much 
popular apprehension that Mr. Porrer felt 
the necessity of doing something to quiet it. 
He has made a lamentable failure in resort- 
ing to the subterfuge of addressing a letter 
to an unknown friend and handing it to the 
Associated Press.

We know o! no 

human tribunal whose rulings are in- 

fallible, but society is bound to submit 

to the judgment of a final tribunal 

agreed upon in constituting the organic law 

of the nation. Congress having exhausted 

its constitutional fanction, any further action 

is necessarily of a revolutionary character. 

To overturn or disregard the Constitution is 

revolution, no matter what the agency may 

be. It would be revolutionary for the Su- 

preme Court to attempt to depose a Presi- 

dent by any process whatever, because the 

Constitution provides the single method of 

impeachment as a means to that end. It 

would be revolutionary for a would-be Presi - 

dent to assume the functions of the office in 

defiance of the Congressional declaration of 

the result of an election, or to retain posses- 

sion of the office beyond the constitutional 

term of four years. But it will be equally 

revolutionary for Congress by resolution or 

statute to vacate the office of President 

except in pursuance of the constitutional 

form of impeachment and conviction. 

The Porrer scheme, by Mr. Porrer’s own 

confession, aims at the passage of a special 

law to get rid of Mr. Harzs by a gwo war- 

ranto proceeding. He has adopted the 

Montcomery Bram plan. But he might 

just as well advocate Hayzs’ removal by 
means of a joint or concurrent resolution of 

Congress. Congress has no more rights in 

the one case than the other; both processes 

are in violation of the Constitution. The 

people, not Congress, have the sole right to 
amend the Constitution. When Congress 
shall undertake to vote Mr. Hayes out of 
office by law or by resolution, it will be a 
revolutionary assumption of power not less 
dangerous than if an occupant of the Presi- 
dential chair should assume the attitude of 
Dictator to override and break down the 
supreme law of the land. An oligarchy is 
perhaps even more menacing to a repub- 
lican form of government than an au- 
tocracy, because it sets up a pretense 
of a rule by the majority representing 

the people. The success of a Congressional 
cabal in securing popular submission to an 
unconstitutional arrogation of power would 
be a precedent that could never be set aside 
or broken down. There would be a succes- 
sion of similar attempts,—every party await- 
ing its own opportunity,—and the result 
would be anarchy, as in Mexico, or a refuge 
in a monarchical form of government.

A WORD WITH THE CUSTOMS COMMISSION. 

The assumption of the Chicago 7imes that 

the “‘labors” of the Customs Service In- 
vestigating Commission are about com- 
pleted” is utterly unwarranted. The Com- 
mission has been acting in New York with- 
out special direction. The Sub-Committee, 

consisting of Messrs. Bincuam, Merxpira, 

Hops, and Lerrer, are in Washington, as 
stated in Tue Trisunez dispatch of Sunday, 

to consult with the Secretary of the Treas- 

ury as to the scope and extent of the future 
of the investigation. Doubtless their visit 

also accounts for the proposition of Fxr- 
wanpo Woop to appoint a sub-committee to 
consult with Secretary SHerman with a view 

to the preparation of a supplemental section 
tothe pending Tariff bill providing for a 
specific duty on silks and kid gloves. A dis- 
patch states that this course has been de- 
termined upon at the suggestion of New 
York merchants.” It is much more likely 
that the suggestion comes from Mr. Lxrrzn, 
of Chicago, whois known to be of opinion 
that frauds by undervaluation cannot be 
stopped except by the substitution of specific 
for ad valorem duties. There have been 
several indications of late that the Commis- 
sion is drifting away from its true mission, 

which is to inquire whether certain abuses 
of administration exist, exactly what they 
are, and, this being discovered, to suggest 
methods for the strict: enforcement of the 
law as itis. The views of Tar Trreune on 
the existing tariff are well known, as are 
also its views of the so-called Woop Tariff 
bill. These need not be reiterated here. 
The Brxyouam and Hiryps Commission was 
not constituted to make a new tariff, but, as 
we have already said, to inquire whether the 
existing tariff is honestly administer- 
ed. If it should find that the ex- 
isting Tariff laws are nowhere faithfully 
executed; that great percentages of loss oc- 
cur through them at all or a majority of the 
ports of entry in the country the‘conclusion 
would be well nigh irresistible that they are 
not susceptible of faithful execution; and 
this fact would doubtless operate powerfully 
with Congress toward a complete change of 
the tariff system. But if the Commission 
should find that the existing Tariff laws are 
substantially faithfully executed at all the 
ports of the country, except that ef New 
York City, no such conelugiori “fs that above| 
stated would necesmrily follow.

THE ARMY AND DOMESTIC TRANQUIL- 
LITY, 3 

Ex-Gov. Patmer approves Tur TRrsunr’s 
arguments with reference to overflowed lands 
in Illinois and the Southern States, holding, 
as we do, that the Government has no right 
to appropriate public money for private im- 
provements. He seeks also to carry the dis- 
cussion one step farther, and to show that 
the Government has as little right to use 
troops for the suppression of domestic vio- 
lence as it has to use money for the reclama- 
tion of waste lands! There is, however, an 
important difference between the first kind 
of Government aid and the second. Nothing 
in the Constitution warrants the expenditure 
of public money for the redistribution of water 
on the farming land of the United States. 
It is not provided by the organic law that 
the President shall supply steam-pumps to 
the States along the Mississippi River, or 
that he shall send rain equally upon the just 
and the unjust in Colorado, California, and 
the other States that need irrigation. 
the other hand, it is expresuly stipulated by 


the Constitution that— 


The United States shall guarantee to every State 
in this Union a republican form of government: 
and shall protect each of them against invasion: 
and. on application of the Legislatyre, or of the 
Executive (when the Legislature cannot be con- 
vened) against domestic violence. 


The Constitution was ordained, as the 
preamble recites, ‘‘to insure domestic tran- 
quillity and p ‘the general welfare” ; 
and these 11 werd not the least of 
those that justified the Union. Without the 
assurance of domesfic tranquillity the Union 
would be worthless. If we could dispense 
with that part of the Constitution, we might 
do without all the rest. | 

Mr. Parmer desires to have the citizens 
of each State place their dependence exclu- 
sively upon their militia. Tue Tainuxx will 
not be placed in the position of antagonizing 
the militia. It approves and encourages the 
growth of sucha force. But when the militia, 
for any reason whatever, is insufficient ‘‘to 
insure domestic tranquillity,” Taz Trrnunxe 
advocates a requisition upon the General 
Government, under the forms of the Consti- 
tution, for troops. The use of the national 
troops, under such circumstances, is not 
more wrong than the use of the militia. 
No principle of _ self-government that 
is violated by the interference of one 
kind of troops is respected by the 
other. In one instance the call is made upon 
the Governor ; in the other upon the Presi- 
dent. In both instances the troops are sup- 
ported in part by the citizens who use them, 
in both they may come from a distance, and 
in both they are likely to be under command 
of persons not selected by the citizens. The 
logic of Mr. PaLurn's argument, if it has 
any logic, requires him to maintain that the 
people of any city or town must not go 
outside of their own limits for aid to sup- 
press riots or insurrections. It would be as 
great an offense against the principle of local 
self-government for the people of- Chicago 
to ask aid of the other towns in Cook County 
as to request it of the Governor of the Stat; 
and it would be as wrong to ask him for 
nfilitia as to ask him for regular troops. Yet 
it is manifestly true that the whole country 
has large interests in the continued ex- 
istence, peace, and prosperity of Chicago. 
The whole country would contribute 
largely in men and money, if necessary, 
for the preservation of the city. What can 
be the objection to taking contributions 
already made for emergencies of this descrip- 
tion in Illinois and from all other parts of 
the Union? Since the army exists - princi- 
pally to insure domestic tranquillity,” why 
should it not be used for the purpose which 
justifies its existence? 

The regular army used as inter-State police 
fulfilis the provision of the National Const 
tution which insures domestic tranquillity to 
the several States. The army thus used, it 
will be valuable for Mr. Paumer to observe, 
is drawn from the people, supported by 
them, and will eventually return to them 
and be absorbed. It is recruited from the 
citizens of the States about in proportion to 
population; and the taxes which feed, 
clothe, and move it are paid im nearly ths 
same proportion. The situation which arises 
when any State, through its Governor, call 
on the President for aid, is merely that of 
householders who call in, the police to 
preserve law and grder. The inter-Staté 
police are theirs, and the President 
sends them on order of the Governor pro- 
cisely as the Governor would send militia on 
order of the Sheriff, or as the Sheriff would 
summon a pesse On order of the Town Coun- 
oil or the Mayor. The effect would be the 
same, except slower in its operation, if there 
were no National Government, but if the 
States wer at peace and harmony with each 
other.

This plan in the long ran might be effective, 
but it would be very slow, cumbersome, and 
expensive in operation. It is vastly better to 
have the troops provided, so that the citi- 
zens of other States may not be distracted 
from their business. That is why Tux Tars- 
vxx some time ago advocated the increase of 
the army to 50,000 men,—a proposition which 
ex-Goyv. Parmer has strangely confounded 
with the use of any number of soldiers, under 
any circumstances whatever, without the 
requisition of the Governor of a State. Each 
proposition stands on its own merits, and 
Tun Tammo prefers to argue one at a time. 
It has shown pretty conclusively, we think, 
—so conclusively that Mr. Patmer constantly 
evades the issue,—that the use of the army 
to insure domestic tranquillity, on the de- 


mand of a State Government, is enjoined 


by the Constitution of the United States. 
LABOR-SAVING ACN. 

Ma. W. G. Moony, of Boston, read a paper 
on the *‘ Displacement of Labor by Im- 
provements in Machinery before the Social 
Science Convention at Cincinnati Friday. It 
was a remarkable production only because it 
had the sanction, and in some sense the au- 
thority, of a body pretending to be scientific. 
True Science is liberal towards errors of 
opinion; but it does not, if we understand 
its function correctly, occupy itself in propa- 
gating error. Its business is to ascertain the 
things that are most certainly believed 
amongst us; and when these things have 
once been ascertained and fixed beyond a 
reasonable doubt, it does not again submit 
them to the attacks of gross ignorance, Cer- 
tain things have béen so well established 
that they have become the foundations of 
scientific faith. If now Science is required 
to go back and establish them anew on the 
order of every ignorant man who has not 
perceived the truth,—if it must convince the 
Rev. Mr. Jasper that the earth does move, 
and Mr. W. G. Moopy that machinery is a 
good thing,—it will make no progress. 

The pith of the controversy in regard to 
labor-saving machines is to be found in two 
economical axioms. First, that men possess, 
besides natural elements, precisely that 
which they have produced; and, secondly, 
that they have never yet in the world’s his- 
tory possessed more than they desired. 
Human desires are elastic and boundless. 
The means of gratifying them are limited. 
Hence the danger is, not that production 
will get ahead of the wants of the race, but 
that it will fail to keep pace with them. This 
is the general answer to Mr. Moopy’s absurd 
argument; and, for all scientific purposes, it 
is complete. But it is possible to be more 
specific. It can easily be shown that every 
improvement in machinery has eventu- 
ally given more employment to labor, 
or made more valuable the labor 
which had previously been employed. Con- 
sider the case of the steam-engine, which 
has put to work more hands in steamers and 
railroads, factories, and mines, tenfold than it 
has displaced. The products of improved ma- 
chinery, moreover, have made other kinds of 
labor more valuable. Thus a week’s labor 
on the farm would in former times scarcely 
pay for a day’s labor on a pair of boots; but 
will now pay for several pairs of boots better 
made than the old kind. The proportionate 
gain of labor in the selling price of clothing, 
owing to the invention of the power-loom 
and the sewing-machine, further illustrates 
the subject. Generally speaking, the aggre- 
gate results of the improvement of machin- 
ery are beneficial to labor, because they 
make labor more valuable as meas- 
ured in all the products of machinery. 
There may be cases of individual hard- 
ship; but when the redistribution of labor is 
effected, all classes are better off after the 
invention of machinery than before. Con- 
sumption increases in more than the exact 
ratio of decrease of cost of production. So- 
ciety is aptly said to be arranged in respect 
to its purchasing-power like a pyramid, only 
the very few having the capacity to purchase 
at the highest prices, but a much larger pro- 
portion being able to buy at the next lower 
figures, and so on down tothe bottom. So 
a decrease in price of anything but the ac- 
tual necessaries of lifeincreases consumption 
in more than the ratio of decrease. 

Mr. Moopy’s paper abounds in false state- 
ments and absurd deductions, as when he 
holds that the invention of machinery has 
made agricultural life less inviting, or that 
the farmers’ wives and daughters are worse 
off for not being compeiled to make clothing 
for their familig@ The suflicient answer 
to him and other unscientific writers 
like him is, that labor always can 
find employment except in periods of 
financial panic, distress, and business derange- 
ment; and these periods are due, not 
to the invention of the labor-saving ma- 
chines, but to the profligate expenditure ‘of 
labor and capital in seasons of prosperity. 


GREENBACKS AND THE GREENBACKERS 
The Greenback party insists, with gold at 
1004, that greenbacks shall be received 


at the Custom-Houses for duties, and this 


is considered of such prime importance that 
in the latest platforms the omission to have 
them so received is included in an indictment 
against the Republican party. The demand 
for the receipt of greenbacks for customs- 
duties either has a purpose or it has not. 
What is that purpose? Is it to improve the 
value of the greenbacks, or is it to depreciate’ 
them? It is admitted and conceded that 
since the Public-Credit act of 1869 the prin- 
cipal and interest of the public debt are pay- 
able in coin. All the bonds issued since 1870 
are all specifically payable in coin. If the 
object be to advance the greenbacks to the 
value of coin, that ebject is already 
nearly attained, and on the Ist of Jan- 
uary they will be at par with coin, and be 
payable. to and from the Government 
not only for duties, but for all other p 
poses. ‘The Republican party has therefore 
provided by law that on and after the first 
of January next greenbacks shall be re- 
ceived and paid out at par with gold, be 
receivable for duties, and payable for interest 
and principal of the public debt. The old 
contract to pay coin exclusively will be over- 
come by making the greenback equivalent to 
coin, giving it the same purchasing power 
that is possessed by coin. Until the remone- 
tization of silver, gold alone could be em- 
ployed to pay interest on the debt. This 
exclusive use for gold gave to it au extraor- 
dinary value, which ceased as soon as the 
silver was permitted to be used im its stead. 
This was never possible, however, in the case 
of greenbacks. They were not coin, nor re- 
deemed in coin. The only coin income of 
the Government was from customs, and until 
the greenbacks could be made equal in value 
to coin the Government had to insist on 
coin for customs or sell greenbacks at a loss 
to purchase coin. 


This is an old story that has been ex-

redeeming them in coin. But the redemp- 
tion of greenbecks in coin having become 
possible by reason of the remonetization of 
silver, all serious difficulty in making green- 
backs receivable and payable in all Govern- 
mental transactions is removed. After the 
Ist of January next the Government will be 
in a condition to pay out greenbacks for in- 
terest, pay off old bonds with greenbacks, 
and make any and all payments that can be 
made in this country in greenbacks, which 
will then be equivalent to coin, and for 
many purposes be preferred to coin. 

Is this, however, the end sought by the 


it is provided for by law, and will take effect 
seven months hence, and the great grievance 
will be removed. But do the Greenbackers 
desire that the greenbacks shall be equal in 
value to coin, and circulate freely in ex- 
change for coin? Do they not want quite a 
different state of things? Do they not want 
first to depreciate the greenbacks by depriv- 
ing them forever of all promise of redeem- 
ability? Do they not want to practically 
abolish the use of coin, and substitute 
therefor a fiat paper which shall never be re- 
deemable in anything? They want a new 
monetary system,” with coin money left 
out, with paper money redeemable in coin 
left out, and paper, which is not a promise 
to pay and has no intrinsic value, and 
which is called by them flat money,” 
substituted. 

The scheme is not confined alone to 
greenbacks, because greenbacks redeemable 
in coin are as objectionable to that party as 
the coin itself. They want to demonetize all 
coin, and all redeemable paper, and substi- 
tute for these a shinplaster without intrinsic 
value, redeemable in nothing, having no 
certain purchasing power, but legally a 
legal-tender in payment of debts. Having 
exhausted its faculty by sponging out all ex- 
isting debts, the money will purchase noth- 
ing and will have no value save as material 
for the paper-mill. A much shorter process, 
and fully as honest and as creditable, would 
be to fix a day of national jubilee, on and 
after which all debts public and private 
should be declared ‘‘ off,” and then the 
country could begin again with a clean set of 
books, and be free to go back to the use of 
coin. There can be no use for flat money 
save the enforced payment of debts, and, as 
fiat money will have no other value, why not 
save time and trouble by sponging out the 
debts directly and all at once, and let the 
debtor keep the creditors’ property ? 

The remonetization of silver has opened to 
this country an abundance of the precious 
metals. Not confined to either gold or sil- 
ver, and not affected materially by the 
) searcity or abundance of either, or by the 
comparative rise or fall of either metal, we 
are coining at the rate of $100,000,000 a year 
of both; we are making our purchases and 
payments abroad with our crop exports, and 
drawing hither the surplus in coin or bonds ; 
we are rapidly accumulating a coin basis so 
abundant and so continuous in its increase as 
to give a permanent value to all our currency. 
The greenbacks will in due time be supple- 
mented by Treasury certificates of gold and 
silver deposits, and these certificates will 
swell in amount until they will equal the sum 
of the greenbacks, and together furnish the 
country with a paper ourrency which 
for stability and security will exceed that of 
any country in the world. This is something 
different from what the Greenbackers want. 
They want valueless money, and all their 
noise about having greenbacks made re- 
ceivable for customs duties is vaporing, 
—a mere deception,—because greenbacks 
which are equal to coin are in the eyes of 
the advocates of fiat money as obnoxious as 
coin itself. 


ANOTHER CHANGE IN THE MAP OF 
EUROPE. 

The London correspondent of the New 
York Herald, in a recent letter to that paper, 
announces the approaching marriage of 
Prince Henri of the Netherlands with the 
Princess Mary of Prussia, danghter of that 
‘gallant fighter, Prince Freprricx CHARLEs, 
and anticipates some very important political 
changes which will grow out of this Royal 
alliance. Before commenting upon these 
changes, it is necessary to staté some points 
relative to the high contracting parties. The 
present King of Holland is WLLIXN III., 
who has two sons, WIILIAX, Prince Royal, 
born in 1840, and ALEXANDER, born in 1851. 
The expectant bridegroom, Prince Hennrt, is 
brother of the King, born in 1820, andisa 
widower, his wife, Aura of Eisenach, 
having died recently. He has no brothers 
and but one sister, Sornim, born in 1824. 
The bride, Princess Mary of Prussia, is 
the oldest daughter of Prince Frepxricx 
CHARLES, having been born in 1855. Her 
two sisters, ExizapetH and Lovisz Mar- 
GUERITE, were born respectively in 1857 
Both the King of Holland 
and his oldest son, the Prince Roy- 
al, are habitual absentees from the Oapi- 
tal, and spend their time mainly in Paris, 
pursuing pleasure in the Bouffes Parisiennes 
and other such resorts until both of them 
have reached a financial climax which in 
private life would be tantamount to bank- 
ruptcy and ruin, and in addition to this have 
so far alienated the respect and affections of 
the Dutch people that a large pension with a 
handsome bonus will be sufficient to induce 
them to abdicate all claims to the throne. 
The second son, ALEXANDER, is a hopeless 
invalid, who can live but a short time and 
has no political aspirations. The road to the 
throne is a short and sure one, therefore, for 
the Prince of the Netherlands. But the 
Prince is already an old man, and in the 
event of his death the Princess Mary be- 
comes Queen, and, in case she has a child, 
she becomes Regent. Ia either case the 
Dutch dynasty would be at an end, and Hol- 
land would be High-Germanized. ) 
That the hand of Bismarcx has arran 
this marriage does not admit of question, as 
it has long been no secret that Germany has 
had covetous eyes upon Holland, and there 
are many strong reasons why it should be 
annexed. The Holland coast, by nature and 
geographical position, is Germany’s coast 
upon the German Ocean, and its acquisition 
would make her at once the maritime com- 
petitor of England. Once let Antwerp pass 
into German hands, and Germany and En- 
gand would be but a few miles of water 
apart, and Antwerp would confront London 
almost face to face. In the race for com- 
mercial supremacy, and for dominion of the 
seas in time of war, Germany would not be 
hampered as she is now. Again, Holland is 
kin to Germany by race and language, and 
in case the time should ever come when she 
needed protection she must lean upon Ger- 
many rather than England.

The paper-money circulation of Great Britain 
is as follows, according to the last official 
reports: The circulation of the Bank of Eu- 
gland and the private and joint-stock banks 
was $159,982,725; that of the Scotch banks was 
$27,498,430; and that of the Irish banks was 
$35,472,930. Total, $222,899,085. The paper 
money outstanding in the United States at this 
time is 8688, 390,663, exclusive of fractionals. 
This is more than three times the amount of the 
English paper-money circulation, and on the ba- 
sis ot population more than double. The aver 
age stock of coin and bullion held by the Bank 
of England in both departments was $119,973,- 
420; and that in the Irish banks, $14,904,000; and 
in the Scotch banks, $19,298,790,—making a total 
of coin in the reserves of $154,261,210. The coin 
in the Treasury of the United States on the Ist 
of May last, according to the official report, was 
$156,307,236, which exceeds by more than two 
millions the reserves of coin in the British banks 
at the same time. It is true there is other gold 
and silver in circulation in Great Britain, but 80 
there is in this country. We have now 380,000, 
000 of subsidiary silver in active circulation, and 
on the Ist of May the banks of California, Bor 
ton, and New York held about fifty millions of 
gold. As soon as resumption takes place the 
hard money will be let loose, when curreney 
will become very abundant, and the times will 
rapidly improve.

A fierce storm on an inland sea and an open 
boat tossing up and down, beaten by the waves, 
ho could understand the situ&tion described 
by the text better than the churchmen of the 
present generation, surrounded by the troubled 
sea of vice and infidelity! ‘he fishermen in the 
boat were afraid for their lives, when suddenly 
there came an apparition of one walking on the 
water, whom they mistook fora ghost. Tuat 
was a natural first impression. And by that 
impression many ideas were suggested to the 
speaker. A ship was the time-honored simile 
for the Church, and the illustration was height- 
ened still more by the effects of storm and 
head-winds and waves dashing over it seeking 
to destroy it. There was the simoon of sin 
blowing ever with cruel deadliness, the waves 
of unbelief, the storms of opposing creeds. In 
the midst of these terrible things, the priests in 
charge of the ship were filled ottentimes with 
fear. He wished to show that there was 
not so much cause for fear as was supposed,— 
that there was the figure of Christus Consolator 
coming to their relief. Every scientific lecture, 
every new theory of science, seemed like a 
hideous spectre to destroy the Church, but how 
unnecessary was their fright. In the first place, 
facts were facts, and theories were theories, and 
as long as scientific men differed as to their 
theories, why need the people be troubled 
about their imaginary creations. Darwin, 
Bastian, and other scientists were continually 
builaing up new theories which other scien- 
tists were rebutting. No Christian man hada 
right to receive them as truth. Christianity 
could not be touched or injured by facts,—only 
by fancies. The exegesis of the Word of God 
ought to fly in the face of some dogmas 
that had been gotten up of late 
years. The or itself was as much 
of afact as anything else. The forefathers of 
the Church went into ecstasies of fear over cer- 
tain things that were now accepted by believers. 
There were in former times Christian ministers 
who warned people against life-insurance as fly- 
ing in the face of Providence, and a multitude 
of other instances might be cited. Every fresh 
discovery in science—not theory—could only 
show more clearly that the religion of the 
Church was right. Ip church conventions men 
often depicted the evils of controversy as ruin- 
ing the Church, but bow vain this seemed to 
any ope knowing what controversy really was! 
Controversy only showed that people were in-

terestec to find out the real truths of the Gos- 
pel, and it was a matter of rejoicing that men 
could have enough interest to talk about these 


things. Men would not listen to ft or engage in 
it if they were not anxious to find out the 
trath. istory showed that whenever there 


were the greatest controversies, there were the 
greatest religious revivals and the most won- 
derful accessions to the Church. Another of 
the so-called ghosts was the change that was 
perceptible from year to year in the Church,— 
or rather that seemed to de perceptible. The 
Church never really changed; its dogmas re- 
mained as they were handed down by the 
fathers; but the methods of saving souls had 
changed with the increasing needs of the world. 
So with the appliances and customs of the 
Church. Men’s wavs of thought and habits of 
action were different from what they were a 
century ago, and hence a certain kind of change 
was necessary in order to reach them. There 
were phantoms which caused fear to believers, 
and which were really nothing. One of these 
was Romanism; but Romanism did not in 
fact advance as fast as the influx of immigrants 
to this country would warrant. There was 
no reason to fear the ghost of Popery. There 
were many things in the Church of Rome which 
might well be adopted by the other Churches. 
Another unsubstantial ghost was the fear of the 
uvpopularity of the Church. Men dreaded to 
be called bigoted, prejudiced, and narrow- 
minded for belouging to the Church. These 
were a few of the army of phantoms that were 
rising up to binder the growth of the Church, 
but it was easy to distinguisn their unsubstan- 
tial character, and to learn how little they could 
really affect the welfare of tne true faith.

Chicago Diocese had great reason for encour- 
agement. Divine service was held in twenty- 
one districta in the city and nearly as many 
outside. The debt which had seriously crippled 
the churches was being gradually reduced, and 
the interest in the work among the people was 
never greater than at present. 

The office of Registrar had been made vacant 
by the death of Dr. Chase. The number of 
candidates and postulants for the ministry was 
twenty-two, and the amount of funds raised for 
their assistance in the last year was $1,191.95. 
There should be a constant endeavor to enlarge 
the sum for this purpose. The financial affairs 
of the Cathedral had been committed to a 
Board of Curators, and the receipts had been 
pearly enough to pay all expenses. The balance 
on the debt on the Cathedral was about 

for rebuilding, and there was about 
$5, more due for renewiug the foundations. 
It was necessary for the clergy te pay especial 
attention to the poorer classes in their ministra- 
tions, and not for a moment to allow the sup- 
oye that the Protestant Episcopal Church 
been established solely for the benefit of 
the wealthy and educated classes. The volume 
of missionary operations ought to be increased. 
At the last Convention the amount pledged for 
missionary work was about the same as had 
been pledged at the previous session, and twen- 
ty-two missionaries were being supported in 
the diocese. The Bishop called attention to 
the work being carried on in foreign lands. The 
Church at large sustained 120 missions, with 
245 workers, of whom four were Bishops, thirty- 
six were deacons, and 185 were native randy 
ers. There were about 4,000 communicants. 

The tidal wave ot infidelity sweeping over the 
land received attention from the speaker, who 
thought much of it was due to the false teach- 
jogs of certain smovth-tongued ministers 
preaching continually that God was Love and 
would never punish sin, and that He was in- 
finitely good-humored. it was for the faithful 
preacher to lead the people to the foot of Sinai 
to comprehend the stern law of the Supreme 
Being. Property stood shivering before the 
fear of a Commubpistic revolt. The ministers 
should carefully exhort the people to show 
them that good order and obedience to the 
forms of government were absolutely neces- 


n Mann, a laborer among the deaf -

MORE ON AN OLD SUBJECT. 

The customs authorities here have written to 
Washington to ascertain juet how far they can go 
in the matter of allowing Canadian tugs to do tow- 
ing in American ports. It seems there is no law 
touching this subject, consequently Canadian tugs 
can come to Detroit and do harbor towing without 
molestation, while if an American tug goes to 
Windsor to remove a vessel she is required to re- 
portand clear or be seizedand fined, Further, 
should a Canadian tug bring a vessel here—an 
almost daily occurrence—she is allowed to de- 
partand no questions asked; but let an American 
tug take a vessel to W indsor and she must 

ay for it. In the absence of any Jaw on the sub- 
— itis doudtful if the Treasury Department can 
make any rulings, unless custom be taken for law, 
and a decision based upon it. What the custom is 
elsewhere we do not know, neither do the customs 
Officers. The Canadians ciaim that their action in 
this matter, as in many others, is an act of retalia- 
tion (it must be fancied, however, in this case) for 
wrongs committed on thisside. Collector Benson, 
of Windsor, expresses a willingness to correspond 
with the Government officials at Ottawa, and if, 
after investigation, he finds there is nothing inten- 
tional on this side, to do his best to have the strin- 
gent regulation imposed by his superiors removed.

The men who have thus far 
joined the company are mostly laboring men of 
undying patriotism and unmeasured ambition. 
They intend to spread the feeling which suggests 
the arming and uniforming of the [rish- Americans, 
and efforts will be made to organize companies of 
**Soldiers of the Irish Repubnſe in all the wards 
of the city. The Order is not one indigenous to 
Chicago, but is of Kasteru growth, there being 
many companies in New York, Philadelphia, and 
other cities. 


‘A meeting of the Kansas colonists was 
held last evening in the lecture- room of the First 
Methodist Church for the purpoee of transacting 
general business and of hearing from Col. Pratt, 
who has recently returned from the colony, and 
who may be said to be the Caleb of the movement, 
from the exceedinyly favorable reports he gives of 
the land which he went to spy out.

journed. 


Sec. 29 of the Army Appropriation bill, 
now pendingin the House of Representatives, 
contains a provision that military headquarters 
shall be establisoed and maintained only where the 
Federal Government Owns buildings aud oarracks, 
and pronibits the payment of rent for headquar- 
ters. Shouid thie prevail, the headquarters of the 
r of the Missouri will have to be changed 
to Fort Jetferson, near St. Louis, or to Fort Leav- 
enworth, Kansas. The expense of the transfer 
would be immense, and would pay the rent of the 
headquarters in this city for thirty vears to come. 
Besides this, it would remove the headquarters

The 
Hon. Carter H. Harrison is doing his duty in the 
premises by arguing against the scheme, and it is 
hoped that the other Kepresentatives of Chicago 
and of lilinois constituencies generally will lend 
their active opposition to it. Chicago is further 
interested in the retention of headquarters for the 
reason that this is the principal disbursing point for 
the Northwest, and at least 5, O00, O00 are annu- 
ally expended here in the purchase of supplies and 
the like. It is believed that the Senate will squelen 
the proposal, even if it should be crowded through 
the House.

with him and rode, or etarted to ride, from the train 
to the express office, but when about half-way the 
man seized the pa of moncy. jumped from 
the wagon, and ran. messenger reported the 
circumstance at headquarters. and every effort was 
made to captnre the bold robber; out, though the 
officers had tbeir suspicions as to whom the man 
might be. sufficient evidence could not be obtained 
to capture or commit bim.

He immediately notified bis bank in order to pro- 
tect himself from loss. It seems that Mr. Brown 
had in the meantime casbed the checks. He 
brought suit against Goodrich for the money, but 
the case went againet him twice. Goodrich loses 
nothing, nor will Brown.

has left Danville, aad has gone to Fort Wayne to 
keep boarders fora livelihood. She is represented 
as having said that she beiieved she would yet 
hear from her husband. as he had done the same 
thing before,—referring to his peculiar financial 
transactions,—and he ‘‘always turned up some 
time. Wife No. 2 ig at present stopping witn 
friends in this city. She has no means, but she 
dreads to return to her home in Streator, after so 
disastrous a termination to her orief season of 
blissful matrimony. When the Danville wife was 
in thie city she met the Chicago one, and 
the two held a friendly indignation meeting 
together. They parted on the best of terms, the 
former assuring the latter that she was at liverty 
to get all the money from their joint husband that 
she could, as she (wife No. 1) would never take 
another cent from him.

COUNTERFEITING. 
THE TRIAL OF JACK HUGHES 

for passing and having in his possession counter- 
feit money was begun in the United States District 
Court, Judge Biodgett presiding, yesterday morn- 
ing. This, it will perhaps be remembered, is one 
of the two men who attempted to steal the body of 
President Lincoln from the tomb at Springfield. ° 
Thecharge of counterfeiting was pending against 
him atthattime. Heand his partner were con- 
victed and sent to Joliet for one year. They 
served out their time, and were released only a 
short time ago. Hughes was brought to Chicago 
by Detective Tyrrell and locked ap, while Will- 
iams went on his way rejoicing. Hughes has been 
unwell for some time, but hasn't the consumption, 
as has been stated. He looks pale and weak, but 
his disorder is of a temporary character, The case 
attracted some attention. the spectators bei ng 
more in number than is usual in the court. 

After Hughes had pleaded not guilty, W. 8. 
Felser. his counsel, endeavored to get a con- 
tinuance, on the ground that his client was poor 
and had no time to prepare his defense. 

District-Attorney Langs objected, and the 
Court sustained him. 

THE CASE OF THE PROSECUTION 
was very plain, and was in substance as follows: 

Peter Carpenter, who keeps the Ten-Mile House 
in South Englewood, testified that on the 13th of 
December, 1875, Hughes and a boy came into his 
place, and one of them called for drinks. The 
poy took a beer, as did witness, wulle Hughes 
tookacigar. ‘che cost was 20 cents. The boy 
handed him a $5 bill. and witness handed him the 
change. After engaging a room for the night they 
went out, saying they were going over to see a 
man named Sullivan, who lived near by. When 
they were gone. he discovered that 
the bill was counterfeit. [Note identified.] He 
vut three marks on it at the time. Hughes came 
to his place afterwards, and he knew him. 

On cross-¢xamination witness stated that he 
knew the accused quite well, having talked with 
him about some Blue Island boys. He had not 
told Dan Sullivan that Hughes was not the man 
who was with the boy,—that that one had a finger 
off. He handed the bogus oill to Commissioner 
Hoyne the next day, and hadu't it in his posses- 
sion since. 

John Peschel, the proprietor of the ‘‘ Eleven- 
Mile House. swore that Haghes and the boy came 
into his place the same evening. The boy took a 
cigar, Hagnes a beer and a cigar, and witnese a 
beer. The charge was 30 cents. The boy gave 
him a $ bill. Witness’ eyes were bad. and 
Hughes said the note was good. After getting 
the change they went out. Then his wife got 
n lamp with a big shine, and he saw the bill 
was counterfeit. Ten minutes had elapsed. He 
went after them, and saw Hughes standing in the 
treet, opposite a grocery store, a mile or so away. 
Tne boy was in the store. He stopped on his way 
and got Mr. Pfaffenbach and Mr. Menlker. Pfaf- 
fenbach went into the store and caught the boy. 
He said, **i have got him. Hughes then ran be- 
tween some carson the street, and witness tried 
to catch him, but couldn't. Some time afterward, 
u man came into witness’ place with Dan Sullivan, 
and the latter asked him if he knew Hughes. Wit- 
ness said he had heard that Hughes had one finger 
off. Then the man held up his hands, and witness 
said he was not the man. 

John Pfiaffenvach, of Washington Heights. a 
saloon-keeper, testified that the boy offered him 
a 55 bill on the First National Bank of Peru. He 
had no change, and said he would go into the 
grocery store and get some. Hughes said, Never 
mind, I have change, and he paid the 20 cents, 
and the boy took the bill back. When they had 
departed, Peschel and Mehlker came in, and he 
told them what had occurred, and went along with 
them. ile arrested the boy in the grocery store.

APPEAL BY HE GRAND JURY. 
The following paper, drawn up by the Grand 
Jury now in seseion, will be presented to the 


Council at its meeting Friday evening: 

GRAND den Room, May 28. — To the Hon. Com- 
mon Council of the City of Chicaqo—GENTLEMEN: 
The Grand Jury of Cook County, May term, 1878, 
now in session, resvecttuily represent and suggest 
to your bonorable body as follows: 

The great number of cases of petty stealing 
brought before this Grand Jury cause them to 
observe and to be iinpre<sed with the fact that the 
freedom and facilities allowed all classes in selling 
and dealing in second-band articles of every de- 
scription in this city, without question or hin- 
drance, is a continuous and increasing source of 
crime, causing much annoyance and loss to the 
honest portion of the community in the articles 
stolen, besides a continuous and, when axggre- 
gated, a very serious annual barden upon the 
taxpayers for the various expenses incident to such 
a legion of criminal prosecutions, among which 
the single item of jail charges is of itself formida- 
ble and oppressive. 

Idle, thriftiess boys, having no proper restraint 
over them, and worthlesss characters of all ages 
and descriptions, infest every part of the city. The 
tools of the artisan and of the honest laborer, the 
raw material as well as the finished work of the 
manufacturer, the exposed goods of the merchant. 
the books and wesring apparel of professional 
men in their offices. garden implements, clothes 
upon the lines, harness n the baras, etc., around 
the private residences of our citizens, all and 
every species of portable property not under lock 
and key or specially watched and guarded. is sub- 
ject continually to the depredations of this ciass 
of prowling, watchfal,, mdefatigable thieves, 
seizing everything they can lay hands upon, and 
bearing it away to the jenk or pawn shop, or some 
other dealer in second-mand articles, where a 
ready purchaser is found, too often without ques-. 
tion or scrutiny, the mere pittance paid in most 
cases to the thief being the inducement to the 
deaier to take the risk of reclamation. 

It will be readily seem what a nursery this is for 
crime, encouraging mereshiidren to engage in it, 
and taus growing Up into Confirmed and bardencd 
felons: the youthful sasek-thief of the alley 
ripens into the desperate: highwayman and bure- 
lar, ready and prepared on all occasions, when in- 
terfered with, to take human life. The fact 
of which we are treating. gentle 
men of the Council, demands your 
serious consideration and action. We suomit tust. 
if you cut off the market for the ready and easy 
sale of stolen goods, you take away, in a great 
measure, the incentive to this species of crime py 
destroying its profitableness. It is a sort of aand- 
to-mouth roguery of which we are speaking, the 
class engaged in it being neither able nor disposed 
to carry their spoils to any great distance, know- 
ing before committing the theft where they 
can find a purchaser for the stolen article. 
and taking it etraight to him. In view of 
the evil thus brietly pointed oat, the Grand 
Jury woud respectfulyx urge and impress 
upon your honorably body the necessity tor 
some etiicient action in the premises, and. while 
reposing great contidence in the ability and williny- 
ness of your honorable beady to devise and apply 
the proper remedy, would nevertheiess respect- 
fully suggest the following for your considera- 
tion, viz.: 

Require all junk-shops, pawn-brokers, and 
dealers in second-hand articles of any description 
in the city, under penalty of fine or forfeiture of 
license, or bota, to deliver at the Central Police 
Station or Police Headquarters every morning at 
from 10 to 12 o'clock a complete list of all the 
articles purchased by them the day before fairly 
described and numbered; and require that ali such 
articles shall not be sold, removed. or in any way 
disposed of by said dealers for three days after the 
filing of such list, that Owmers may thus have a 
chance of finding and reciaiming stolen goods when 
such have been purchased. Adopt a special and 
efficient form of license for all such cases. License 
none but persons of fair and honest reputation, and 
require them to give such bonds as will mesure 
obedience to tne law. 

We earnestiy recommend, the foregoing to your 
favorable and prompt consideration.

Proceedings at Yesterday's Session of the 
National Convention at Indianapolis, 


1 15 Apecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 28.—The fifth an- 
nual Convention of the National Millers“ Asso- 
ciation met this morning in the Board of Trade 
Hall. Two hundred delegates were in attend- 
ance. The Convention is an extraordinarily 
fine-iooking body, representing the intelligence, 
industry, and wealth of one of the largest man- 
ulacturing branches of the country. Mayor 
Caven, Gov. Williams, and ex-Gov. Hendricks 
made short addresses of welcome, to which 


‘President George Bain briefly responded. 


His annual address was lengthy and interest- 
ing, referring to many subjects of interest and 
importance to tne craft. Since the organiza- 
tion, in June, 1873, through its first and second 
meetings in St. Louis in 1874 and 1875, and its 
subsequent meetings in Milwaukee in 1876, and 
in Buffalo last year, they have gone on gaining 
strength till to-day thes number more members 
than any other manufacturihg association in the 
United States. Since the last meeting, State 
Associations have been formed in indiana, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, Virginia, and Nebras- 
ka, and the. membership of the older State 
Associations has been largely increased, the 
Wiscousin Association having almost reached 
perfection, including as it does nearly every 
first-class mill in that State. 

Alex H. Smith, of St. Louis, presented a re- 
port from the Committee on Grading and La- 
spection, upon the 2 How can a un- 
form system of grading and inspection applica- 
ble to the leading distinctive grades of flour be 
adopted“ Ihe Committee think the sources 
of supply must furnish the types and designa- 
tion thereof on flour as heretofore on grain, 
which have been adopted in the East. The mill- 
ers know of what their flours are made and how 
they are made, and can designate and maintain 
a simple aul fair system of grading and inspec- 
tion better than anybody else. The Committee 
therefore recommend, first, a committee of 
three to suggest sach rules, grades, and sys- 
tems as will practically cover tue spring-wheat 
product; secoud, a like committee to do the 
same for the product of soft varieties of winter 
wheat; third, alike committee for the same 
purpose applicable to the products of the hard 
winter varieties. These three Committecs 
should compose the Committee on Grading and 
Inspection, and report to the Convention at this 
meeting, if possible. The report was adopted. 

At the afternoon session the Committee on 
Credentiais reported delegates present irom the 
State Associations of indiana, Ohio, IIImois, 
Missouri, Minnesota, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Marviand, Nebraska, Kansas, and New York, 
and individual delegates from California, Texas, 
New Hampshire, and Pennsylvania. 

George Chamberiain, of Albany, N. Y:, read 
a paper ou A Millers’ School,“ recommending 
that a department for technical instruction in 
this branch of industry be organized in some 
polytechnic institute of established repute. The 
report was received and adopted. 

A report was made by H. 8. Osborn, of 
Quincy, III., on Grains for Milliag,” and ac- 
cepted. 

A paper was read by Jacob F. Gent, of Co- 
lumbus, Vice-President of the Indiana Associa- 
tion, on “Improved Methods of Miiling,”’ 
which was listened to with interest, after wuich 
the Convention adjourned. 

‘To-morrow will be spent in taking reports 
from the Standing Committees on Insurance, 
Patents, State Organizations, Transportation. 

The proceedings will close Thursday with an 
excursion round the belt railrcad and dinuer at 
the Stock- Yards. 


FALL RIVER MILLS. 

Faw Rrver, Mass., May 28.—By the stoppage 
of the Troy, Stafford, Flint, Chace, Robertson, 
Weetamoe, the two Tecumseh, and the two 
Wampanoag Mills, besides the Border City, 
Sagamore, and Union, there are nearly 12,000 
of the 30,000 looms idle this week. Otier mills 
will shut down'next week. Some are running 
on contracts, and cannot stop at present. By 
the stoppage of these mills some 4,000 opera- 
ves are thrown out of employment. 

FaLL River, May 28.—There is no doubt, 
with two or three exceptions, all tne print and 
cloth mills will within a few days decide to run 
on half time for the next eight or ten weeka, 
2 running alternate weeks or three days 
a week.
